JACKSONVILLE MEETING PKOFITABLE DESPITE 
ADVEBSE CONDITIONS AT THE STABT. 



Plans to Hold Extensive Meetinsrs Next Winter 
with Good Stakes and In- 
. , creased Purses. 



jHckKonvilk-. Kla., April 1!». — Tile Kiiccess of Jack- 
sonville as a winter ruciip' |>oint was amply demon- 
straled by Ibe uieetins which came t» a close 
SaMirilay. It was a success from the very oimmiIiik 
day ami the club imnle a protlt wh«>re tbey exiH'cted 
a loss. The State Fair AssiH-iatioii of riorida. the 
name of the or;;aidzation nmb'r whb-h the race meet- 
iiiK was jtiven, is certainly entitbsl to success, for 
the.v made ever.v elTorl to coiidm t th<‘ s|MWt on a 
hicli Ida lie. Striait; pressure w as brmiKlit to bear 
before Ibe ineetilii; o|H‘iied to have the line syiidi- 
caled. The assm-iatioii was cramped for ready cash 
and needed money badly. Klatlerine overtures in 
file way of a bic advance iiayment were offered as an 
inducement to turn the riiie over to a eonibination 
of well known layers, but the assiadation Insistisl 
that the rine be an o|H-n one and held out for this in 
the face of a iirobable loss. Their Idea was to test 
•lacksonvlllc and tind out just what the town would 
supiMU't before sinkinc an.v more nioim.v In the iiark. 

The course, which comiirises some llio acres, is 
situated just outside the city limits in a little iilace 
called Moncrelf Slirinits. Tln“ track is a mile elll|ise 
constructed on imsierii lines and tin- idans of the 
Cil.v Park course in New Orleans liave Ixam followed 
pretty miieli by the builder. The plant was ciHi- 

strucled under the siiia'rvision of II. II. Itrown and 
the latter certainly acconiiilished a wonderful amount 
of work in the short time that he had. Tin- 
day la-fiae the meetiiiK u|H'iied it seemed tln-re would 
tie no chance of havini: the track ready for raciiii'. 
vet this was dime and hy now the idant is in siilen- 
did order. Assis-iateil with Krown is a bs-al man 
named F. .1. Pons, a ccntlenian who is well llnmitht 
of by the business men in Jacksonville and one who 
lias considerable weight with the politicians through- 
out the stall'. Piais has tremendous turis'iitine in 
teri'sts in Florida and employs a great iiumta-r of 
men. 

Tlie IransiHirtatiou facilities were very crude the 
tii-st ten days, but a spur was built from the end 
ol the city line to the niain entranee of the imrk. 
These tracks crossed those of the Florida Southern 
and tieorgia and the latter held u|i the trolley piaiple 
for several days by. refusing to allow them to 
croBs their tracks. This was tinally overcome ami 
the last few days of the ineeH.ef Wiwe 

oB'nlded to rea^ the course with some degree of 
I’Pljifort. Ill “ tvalk of alniiit a half 

mite was neeessar.v from tlie i nd of the car line to 
the course, but despite this great handicap, large 
crow-ds turned out. It was certainl.v a severe test 
.and went to sh'iw that the local people are enthusi 
aslic over the races. 

The grandstand, which is a w-oislen striicture. is 
an exact luialel of the Pity Park stand and in fact 
••vervlhiug alsiiit the (dace reniliids one of the New 
• Irleiins lra<-k. Tlie stables are high. ris)in.v struc- 
tures and lliere is ani|de riaini in the part of the 
Iiark where they are built to erect man.v more. 
The natiire of the soil is white sand, wliicli makes 
an ideal winter track. The more it rains the faslcr 
tlie going iH'comes and the cliam-es are that there 
will never la- such a tiling as a heavy track at Mon- 
i-relf Park. A nninlier of wells were driven at 
different luirts of the plant and from one of them, 
whicli was direi-tly in front of the stable that H. Mc- 
farren. Jr.. <a'cu|iied. flowisl line siiliibiir water. 

.V iiiajority of the stables that participated in tin' 
meeting made nione.v and Mcfarren iirobably bene- 
flted more by the racing here than any other horse- 
man. as all of his horses that won were at baig 
lirlces. Frank Kessinger won a iiiimla'r of races 
ns did also .M. T. Pritchard. The iHirsemeii were 
all well iileased with Jacksonville as a racing point 
and all are ‘'riHiting” that the legislature will not 
interfere with the siiort in Florida. In the event 
of no adverm* legislation, a strong cirenit could be 
lornied iM'tween Taniim and Jacksonville. Jackson- 
ville. however, is much the largest and Is'st cit.v 
in the state and will alwavs Ih> the more imiairlanl 
racing isiint of the two. The idea of the dull is to 
give a big. high-class inei'ting next winter and to 
eater to none lint the best. Joseph A. Muriihy has 
already been asked to eoni|iile comlitions for a iium- 
Is'r of big stakes, luie of which will Is' known as 
either the Florida Derliy w the Dixie Derby. 

A delegation of Tamiia gentlemen inlerestiMl in 
the fair assia-iation there visited Moncrelf Park 
sevi'ral days ago to get some idea of how to imiirove 
their idant. The track at Tampa is a little half- 
mile affair. ver.v narrow with sharp turns. It has 
iHH'ii decided to remmlel this plant and enlarge it 
to either a five-furlongs or a slx-furlongs track with 
a chute for mile races. The trouble at Tamim is 
that they are crowded for room. The track is lo- 
cated on the grounds of the Tampa Bay Hotel and 
is the iiropertv of the city of Tampa. In order to 
enlarge the track into a mile course, it would be nec- 
essar.v to demolish all of the large fair buildings 
and this, of course, is out of the uuestion. as the 
fair feature is a strong pro|i for tlK* racing. There 
is a One site on the outskirts of Tamiia at a place 
called Sulphur Springs for a race i-ourse and some 
of the l(K-al people there are talking of transferring 
the fair grounds to that point. This probably will 
evenfnall.v be done, as there will not be near room 
enough at the present track to accommodate the 
crowds in the event of a meeting being held there 
next winter. 

.V lireeding bureau has been started in Florida by 
the two racing assot-iations and alread.v several 
stallions have been secured whi^i will l>e turned 
over to a commissioner who will ne selected by the 
governor. The horses were obtaineil hy the associa- 
tion giving what w’ere known as iireeders’ purses, 
the i-onditions of which were framed on the lines of 
the old "Scully purses” so common in the west 
s'Mne years ago. Among the stallions in the bureau 
aie I-;.\|>eet-to-Seo. a well-bred son of Inspector B.: 
t'lifton Forge, b.v the Hanover stallion. Ilandsome. 
and Jack MeKeon, by G. W. J(dinsou. F<a"tunatel.v 
•ill three of these are Isrrses of ex<-ellent conforma- 
tion anil fiossess great bone and siitislam-e. They arc 
wi ll titled fca- the purpose of crossing with the na- 
tive mares and should pr<slm-e an excellent tyiie of 
carriage borse. It might be well for the govern- 
ment to keep a line on the prmiuee of these horses, 
as they sliould make ideal cavalry mounts. Several 
of liiese breeders’ purses have been won by '.nares 
and it is the imriiose of the assw-iation to sell them 
and take the |iro<-eeds and purchase stallions. In 
till- meantime if any horseman wishes to help the 
can.se along by donating stallions for the linreuu. 
liiev can address the Slate Fair Association of 
Florida, t'lark Building. Jai-ksonville. 

Judge Muriihy has had his hands full keeidng some 
of the wrong-diK'rs in line. The racing at Tampa 
was conducted in a ver.v loose manner and horsemen 
fell into the habit of taking more liberty than they 
were entitied to. Several of them weri' taken up 
witii a sharp turn and most of them are now walk- 
ing a straight line. Four stables were suspended, 
two for im-onsisteiit running and two for irregular 
practices. Cloisteress got L. C. Shota* into trouble. 
She wiMiid win in a canter one da.v and the next 
time out run last. She repeated these form somer- 
saults a couiile of times before SIioIk' was ordered 
not to enter anv more of his horses. Momentum 
got .1. L. .\dams Into trouble for the same cause. 
When asked for an explanation Shobe said he had 
wagered $ltH> on Cloisteress. The ticket showed that 
he had obtained only .‘I to 1 for his money wlien there, 
was C to 1 in the ring. Aimther peculiar angle was 
that the bet had ls*en made with a party named (5. 
H. Bryan, in whose name the winner of the race. 
Chief Hayes, runs. Sholie brought a lot of influen<-e 
to ls*ar on Judge Murphy, but the latter refused to 
recede from the laKtition he first took in the matter.

that got the gale so far as racing their Imrses at the 
track n-as coiK-erned. Smitb and Michaels have been 
mixed up in the ownershiii of" the horses Font and 
Kustacian all winter. During the meeting at Al- 
mendares the horsr's first ran in Michaels’ name and 
then in Smith’s. It ser-ins that .Michaels borrowed 
some inone.v from Smith and gave a.s security Font 
and Knstaclan. Michaeh- claimed that the transfer 
was onl.v teni|H>rar.v and that he was to regain pos- 
session of the horses provided he paid a certain sum 
before a certain date. Michaels then left for New 
York and after Ndli Font and Eiistaclan had won 
s«*veral times, he returned to Cuba, sought out 
Smith and demanded his hors<*s. Smith refused to 
give them ii|i and the pair almost created a riot 
at the entrance of the track after the raei*8 one 
evening. The Rural Guard had to l«? called to quell 
the disturbance and if Smith and Michaels were 
guilty of wliat they accused one another, ladh 
should have lieen ruled off then and there. Finall.v 
Michaels got his horsi*s after a lot of red tap<’ 
in which the .Vimrican ctsisul was a|i|a*aled to. 
The horses were ship|»'d over to Tampa and alsmt 
the middle of that meeting Smith and Michaels 
again entered into aiaither deal. Smith was racing 
S(>lect II. in his own name and Michaels was running 
I'ont and Kustacian in the name of his wife. FinalUv. 
in a race at Moina-eif Park. Sel»*i't II. and Kustacian 
Isitli started. Smith was carded as the owner of 
S(-Iecl II.. ami as the trainer of Kustacian and when 
the matter was called to the attention of the judges, 
belting w.-is de<-lared off and the liimu's coupled. In 
tlie Investigation which develota'd. much evidence 
was brought to light which warranted tlie action 
taken. In the meantime Michaels, who was a is'a- 
nut iH-ddler around the New York tracks, threatened 
to <-Ios«' racing in Florida, even if he was forced to 
go as far as to get some of the ndored ministers to 
preach against tlie sport. It bsiks as if men of his 
tviie could Ih* well spared from the turf.

LATONIA’S APPARENTLY SECURE POSITION. 

In exidanatioii of tlie otticial statement niaik* Sat- 
urday. that the Latonia Jis-key Club’s spring meet- 
ing will laisitively be held with IsMikinaking, no 
matter wbat may be the decision of tin* Kentucky 
Court of .Appeals in the pending appeal case at is- 
sue lietween the laitonia Jis-ke.v Club and the Ken- 
tucky State Racing Commission. President Harvey 
Mvefs. of the Latonia Jocke.v Club, said: 

"I wish to say that the commission stands abso- 
lutely eibioined frmu lii any wise Interfering with 
our nieeling or with aiiylHaly connected with our 
track or engaged in racing on the track. 

“This swe<*|dng Injunctbm Includes an.v interfer- 
ence with jockeys, trainers, owners, bookmakers or 
others who are tliere for the puriiose of particiiiat- 
iiig in racing events. 'I'hat injunction remains fully 
in force until the Ciairt of ApiH*als finally acts uimu 
the questiou. 1 have every eoufideuce that the La- 



tonia Jocke.v Club Is right in Its contention and will 
evenliiall.v win. but .you may sa.y that even If the 
casr* should Ih> ultimatel.v lost b.v the JiH*ke.v (tiub. 
there can Ih* no question of its right to hold its 
spring meeting without an.v interference whatever 
from the commission. The case Is now set for argu- 
ment on the .'•th of May, and. even if it shiMild lie 
siibniitteil without briefs on that date, it is m>t 
Ilkel.v that the opinion would he remk*re<l for ten 
or fifteen days at least thereafter, and It might la* 
a much longer |H*riiMl. But. cimcedlng that It should 
he rcnden*d fifteen days afterward, that wimld take 
It over the latter part of May. and no judgment of 
the Court of Aiipeals liei-onies final until the lapse 
of thirt.v days, exclusive of Sundays, after the rendi- 
tion of the opinion. Of course, either side may file 
a |H*titioii for rehearing, which would ne<'«*ssarily 
lengthen this time until the court could act iiiHin 
that petition. 'Tlius it will lx* seen that even If the 
cotirt should ultiniatel.v decide against Latonia (and 
I don’t lH*lieve It will) the decision would not be- 
come effei-tive and the iiijiim'tion would remain in 
full force and effect until after the termination of 
the meeting, which liegins on May

“Tliere is but one thing that will ever put a 
stop to racing In Montana or any of tin* western 
states.” said Govermir Norris, “and that Is the 
men wlio do not care anything alHait racing except 
to .make moiu'.v <ait of tlie gambliiic that accom- 
panies racing. It Is in the pow(*r of the man who 
makes the bisik on the track and the man who 
comluets tlie iMiolnHim or the hamlfmok to nut rac- 
ing entirely out of business In the wi'stiH’u stat<*a. 
and the.v also have It In their hands to permit it 
to continue for ag<*s.”

AnoHier I'idt of his br(*edlng was 
Euclid. whMi won the Jubilee tttakes in LS92 ami 
tlie Lincolnshire Handicap in 1K9.T. St. Vlctrix, a 
I’onstaut winner, w'as also hreii by him and sold at 
till' Itoncaster sak*s. Mr. Hill, wiio w'as seventy- 
four years old. was at Lincoln rac»*s. His (leath 
was entirely uiiexpeetisl.

“city” men: “’riicre Is no middle <legri*e in the 

racing world. .A m«n will either help himself by 
tMking your wat<4i and (Hiaiii. or to help you he 
will give you his. In tlie cit.v it is different. There 
everybody is aft(*r .vour watch and chain. The oiilv 
qiiestion is to senire them without getting landed 
in .jail.
